The word “jeton” (also shown as “jetton”) for counter comes from 
the French verb “jeter”, used in the sense of “to push,” because 
the counters (jetons) were pushed over the abacus during the 
calculation. The first numismatic jetons have to be dated a little 
before 1200. From that time on, the brass discs were struck like 
coins in Italy and France. The oldest jetons bear no inscriptons 
but rather a common heraldic sign or a coat of arms in the field 
and sometimes some isolated characters. Jetons are not coins but tokens and classified as 
Exonumia.

The 
Museum in Victoria (Australia) has published Gardner’s writings 
as the information for the Grundy token background. | believe ith 
was the second business (shop) “cigars” that ceased to operate 
in 1872 (eleven years later). Ballaret was a tent gold mining 
district when Grundy first arrived, by the 1860s, after the Eureka P 
Stockade days, the district was now growing rapidly with build-[ 
ings. The diggers lost the battle but won political reforms. Grundy 
customers would have been entrepreneurs, miners, police, and 
military mostly. By 1890 Ballaret would have a population of 
40,000 — in the decade, telegraph, telephone, and electric 
lamps to replace gas would arrived. A bust would occur in 1893 
with the bank crash. 


Grundy was, according to Gardner, an Englishman from near 
London. Victorian immigration records include one John R.| 
Grundy, who arrived in Melbourne on the Ben Nevis in January 
1855. He opened a tobacconist's shop in 1856, in Ballarat, 'and was the principal tobacconist in the town.’ 


In Ballarat Directories dated 1856, 1862 and 1865-1866, his address is given as Main Road, Ballarat. Gardner gives his 
address as Bridge Road. 


In 1862 Grundy took out a half page advertisement in Birtchnell's Ballarat Directory, which simply read 'J.R. Grundy, whole- 
sale tobacco and cigar merchant, Ballarat.' In 1864 he published a number of small advertisements in Ballarat's The Evening 
Postnewspaper, which read: 'To connoisseurs! J.R. GRUNDY, tobacconist. Has Seven Years Old HAVANNAH CIGARS At 22s 
per Box, Cash,' (The Evening Post, 28 January 1864). These advertisements were not repeated every day, as many advertise- 
ments did in the papers of the time. It seems likely that Grundy was advertising the receipt of a batch of relatively rare and 
sought after items. Gardner states that Grundy lost his shop in 1872 after speculating heavily. Afterwards he made his living 
by selling 'colonial cigars' in Melbourne and died in straightened circumstances in the early 1900s. 


His two varieties of penny tokens were both issued in 1861. The most signifi- 
cant difference between them is the fact that one issue had the town's name 
spelt 'Ballaarat' (the older style) and the other 'Ballarat' (the style still in use 
today). The two varieties of tokens were both struck by Heaton and Sons. 


This round plain-edged 34mm diameter (14.605 g) bronze token (No. 30) 
features the name, address and business of the issuer: J.R. Grundy (1825- 
1910) Ballarat Merchant together with a cutting from a tobacco plant. The 
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reverse features a female figure representing Justice standing facing left. Sne wears a blindfold and extends a balanced set 
of scales with her right hand. With her left, she holds an inverted cornucopia from which fruits flow onto the ground. She 
wears an ancient-style of flowing dress bound at the waist, her left arm is draped to near the elbow while drapery falls from 
her extended arm to below the horizon line behind. A three-masted sailing ship on horizon at left of token. This token has a 
major obverse die crack. Obverse: Branch of Tobacco depicting flowers and leaves: around, J.R. GRUNDY MERCHANT BALLA- 
RAT . 1861. Large die crack from rim O1 to rim O6 through plant. Reverse: Female figure representing Justice standing fac- 
ing left. She wears a blindfold and extends a balanced set of scales with her right hand. With her left she holds an inverted 
cornucopia from which fruits flow onto the ground. She wears an ancient-style of flowing dress bound at the waist, her left 
arm is draped to near the elbow while drapery falls from her extended arm to below the horizon line behind. A three-masted 
sailing ship on horizon at left of token. Around on wide raised border: INDUSTRIA ET FIDES OMNIA VINCET . VICTORIA. This 
image is from the National Gallery of Victoria (NGV) and the token was previously in the collection of Eugene von Guerard 
(pre-1880). 


Grundy issued two quite different token designs dated 1861. The first depicted a tobacco plant growing from grassy ground 
combined with a Coat of Arms while the second (this token) depicted a cut stalk of flowering tobacco and a standing figure 
representing Justice. This issue employed two slightly different obverse dies which can be differentiated by the shape of the 
first bud on the right side of the stalk and the position of the growth of the first flower bud in relation to the central veins of 
the large leaf on the right. Obverse B has the first bud opening at right angles and the flower emerging entirely below the 
central vein. Obverse C has the first bud still largely closed and the flower emerging above the central vein. In addition there 
were two reverse dies— Reverse 3 on which all letter A’s are A with cross bar, and Reverse 4 where all letter A’s are in fact an 
inverted V with no cross bar. This token was struck with die combination B/3. Andrews 158 and Heyde 88/2 record the die 
combination C/3 but the Museum variety of this was C/4—does C/3 occur? 


There is another variety (No. 25) where BALLARAT is spelt 
BALLAARAT. The name of the town Ballarat (Victoria) on 
this token is spelt with two a’s (Ballaarat). It was common 
to find it spelt this way in the early days of the Colony, be- 
ing more in accordance with the name as pronounced by 
the natives, but the generally accepted way of spelling the 
word is now Ballarat. There are copper 1972s reproduc- 


tions or souvenir restrikes (TC-110113 / Z-365)on the 
market too. They do not have Justice on the reverse. Depending on their grade, they can still fetch $8-$65 AUD. They also 
exist for other proprietors of the 1800s such as W. R. Watson & Co. Series Two, and Southward & Sumpton Series Three. 


These Sovereign Hill Ballarat souvenir medallions 
(tokens) were made by Stokes (Australasia) Pty Ltd. in 
1972 for the Sovereign Hill Museum Association. 
Thomas Stokes was born in Edgeburston, Birmingham, | 
England, in 1831. He was apprenticed to a diesinker, 
and migrated to Australia in search of gold in the 1850s. 
He did not succeed, but returned to his trade as a 
diesinker and button maker. In 1856 he established a| 
successful business at 15 Mincing Lane, Melbourne, 
and soon moved to larger permises at 115 Flinders 
Lane. In 1857 Stokes acquired a press from W.J. Taylor 
and began to mint large numbers of tradesmen's tokens, 
some 82 varieties in all (this has more recently been 
contested). He also commenced the Australian Medallic Issues. Within a 

short time the business moved again, to 100 Collins Street. In 1873 Stokes 

took a partner, Martin, and the business was re-named Stokes & Martin. It ~ - — - 
added silverware to its product line, but the new direction was not well D & SUMPTON, | 
received. The business relocated to 29 Little Collins Street, where in 1893 a disastrous fire {| 2% ae 
damaged a large portion of the business. Unfortunately Martin had forgotten to renew the fire 
insurance policy, and the partnership was dissolved as a result. Stokes rebuilt the business as 
Stokes & Son. 
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The business became a proprietary concern in 1911, re-named Stokes & Son Pty Ltd. Its medals ceased being artistically 
significant, although remained technically sound. It began to focus on mass-produced medals at competitive prices, rapidly 
produced with insufficient time to develop artistic designs. 


In 1935 the business moved to Albert Street, Brunswick, and in 1962 Stokes became a public company, renamed Stokes 
(Australasia) Pty Ltd. By 2005, the business had relocated to Ringwood.

Georgetown*, having delivered the Herald in my youth, so the appeal is obvious. | also § 
happen to know that due to a fire many of the issues of the Herald were destroyed and 
lost forever. 


Inside this edition of the paper was an ad by Creelman Bros with a ‘paper token’ for $2.00 
toward the purchase of a Dollar Family Knitting Machine. The ‘token’ is very attractive and 
would have made a wonderful piece in metal had it been executed as such. 


Richard Creelman along with his brother Robertson Creelman began a business on Main St. in 
Georgetown in 1872. Although originally dealing in books, stationery, musical instruments and sewing 
machines they soon established a factory for the manufacture of knitting machines. This venture was 
described in an 1893 newspaper as “the pioneer industry of its kind, it is believed, in the Dominion.” 


|!n 1890 the brothers separated with Robertson taking the stationery business to Collingwood, Ontario 
»| and Richard kept the knitting machine factory in Georgetown. At one time Creelman advertised that 
they manufactured 20 styles of knitting machines. Around this time Richard also began selling type- 
writers. 


Richard Creelman traveled throughout the world promoting his knitting 

machines and at one time lived in France for 3 years selling his machines. The paler re ade 
Company letterhead of 1888 advertised their ‘Manufactory” as Creelman’s =, 

Block, Main St. Georgetown and their European Office in Antwerp, Belgium. By 
1913 Creelman claimed that in almost every country of the world could be 
found the nameplate of “Creelman Bros., Georgetown Canada. The company 
also claimed by this date to have sold between 25,000 and 30,000 knitting 
machines.

1997 Canadian Uncirculated Proof-Like (Specimen Finish) Sets 


In our Daytona draw at our July meeting, there was included a 1997 PL set. Did you know the value of this 7-coin set 
varies from wholesale $11.95 to $27.95 / retail $14.00 to $35.00 in mint condition? Did you know that’s because some 
of these sets were minted in Winnipeg (the lower value) and some were minted in Ottawa (the higher value)? But why two 
mint branches making these sets? 


Answer-—A Charlton Standard Catalogue CANADIAN COINS Volume Two Collector and Maple Leaf Issues 6th Edition, 2016 
W.K. Cross: 


“In 1997 the two-dollar Polar Bear coin (toonie) was added to the set. In mid-1997 the Royal Canadian Mint transferred 
production of the Brilliant Uncirculated Sets to the Winnipeg mint. The Ottawa and Winnipeg issues of 1997 can be distin- 
guished by the method of packaging, and by the finish on the two dollar coins (Ottawa “shiny” / Winnipeg “frosted”). 
Those produced in Ottawa have a brilliant, or shiny, polar bear, whereas on coins produced at Winnipeg, the bear has a 
frosted appearance. The coins are indicated by (O) for Ottawa and (W) for Winnipeg in the listings. No mint marks appear 
on 1997-dated coins. The finishes on both sets (1997) are technically equal, being Brilliant Relief on Parallel Lined back- 
ground.” 


Be very careful if dealing on-line, especially sites like eBay, esty, eBid, that the pricing doesn’t reflect Ottawa when the set 
is a Winnipeg issue. 
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Arhat Coins 


Chinese Coins Money in History and Society, Yu Liuliang and Yu Hong, Long River Press, San Francisco, Printed in China, 
First Edition, 2004: 


“Since the Qing Dynasty was the last of China’s dynasties — extending into the 20th century, many of its coins have been 
handed down and can be studied and collected to this day. With the increasing interest and availability of Qing-era coins, 
there have appeared many stories about popular coins in China’s past. The story of Arhat Coins is one example. 


The Arhat coin is regarded as a folk treasure. It is often given as a special gift to dear friends and loved ones on the even 
Chinese New Year. The Arhat coin is to be placed at the bottom of a trunk for a daughter when she is married. Others 
believe that there is gold contained within Arhat coins and try to extract gold by melting them. The power of the Arhat coin 
has been much exaggerated. 


There are many folktales about the origin of Arhat coins. In the early 16th century, the Qing Emperor Kang Xi sent troops 
to suppress insurrections in Tibet via Qinghai and Sichuan. On their way there, due to lack of pay and provisions for 
soldiers, the army commander had to turn to Buddhist temples to borrow copper in order to make coins. In fear, the 
monks had to hand over many copper statues of Arhats, or religious figures. To meet the demand, the monks had to give 
up 18 statues of Arhats. Coins made from their copper shone with the light of gold. 


More than 50 years ago, researchers looked into the origins of Arhat coins. Through a Buddhist abbot named Lang Wu, 
researchers learned of the Jingsi Temple in Hangzhou. 


The Jingsi Temple in Hangzhou was to be renovated during the reign of Qing Emperor Dao Guang. As preparations were 
under way, a resident monk suddenly discovered a string of brand new coins inside a statue of an Arhat. He untied the 
string and found that they were all quality coins minted on the occasion of the 60th birthday of the Emperor Kang Xi. 
Inscriptions on such coins are slightly different than those of other coins of the same period: they were called Wan Shou 
coins at the time (and are know known simply as Arhat coins). The string of coins was actually hidden there by a Buddhist 
benefactor of the statue, probably during the reign of Kang Xi or Yong Zheng. Such practice had in fact started in the Yuan 
Dynasty. The head monk of the Jingsi Temple claimed that anyone who possessed such a coin would be protected by the 
Arhats and would live a long life. The coin, furthermore, would expel all evil spirits. 


This pronouncement attracted a large number of Buddhist devotees and benefactors, who wished to make donations 
simply to receive an Arhat coin. Since that time, the coins were referred to as Arhat coins, and the original name Wan 
Shou, was gradually forgotten. This is how the name Arhat coin was originated. 


In fact, the Arhat coins we see today are largely ceremonial and were minted many times and in large quantities in recent 
history. The coins truly minted from copper are rare. It was in the 3rd month of the year 1713, that the coins commemo- 
rating the 6Oth birthday of Emperor Kangxi were minted under the Baoquan Board of the Ministry of Revenue in Beijing at 
the order of the imperial house. Those little copper coins all have wide outer circle, are of good quality, glossy and 
smooth. On the reverse, there are scripts in Manchurian, a translation of Baoquan. 


Folktales have shrouded the coins with mystery. Gradually, those ordinary coins, now called Arhat coins, have become the 
theme of many stories, some of which have even been adopted for stage performance.”

Counterfeit $50 and $100s 


Tom Ranville explained at the WCS July meeting, about a run of counterfeit $50 and $100 bank notes being passed at the 
St. Jacob’s Farmers’ Market, and that the police has suspects on the horizon and are closely monitoring. In the spring, 
London (Ontario) Police Service warned of an influx into that city at the time. If things get too hot in one community, the 
offenders move to another community. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) office explains these fake bills have been around this year, and are replicas 
of the 1969-1979 Scenes of Canada series. These are not polymer bills, but old Canadian style. There have been similar 
trends in the past with U.S. currency, but this is the first real influx of bad Canadian currency that has been seen in some 
time. These have most recently shown up in southern Alberta.
